| Mantle to be Fdged round with Mec- 
niver unpowder'd , two liches in 
breadch, and the "Train to 'be three 
Fooe on the Cround. | 

The Coronet to be with fix Pearls upon the Rim), not trais'd 
upon Points. 


That the Robe or Mantle. of a Vicowiteſs be like chat 
of a Baroneſs, only the Cape Powder'd, with tro Rowes 
and a halt of Ermine, and the Train to be three Foot and 
nine Inches long on the Ground. 

The Coronet to be a Rim or Circle with Pearls; 16 in 
number, not raiſed upon Points. ' 


That the Mantle or Robe of a Connteſs be like that 
of a Baroneſs, only the Cape is to be Powder'd, with three 
Rowes of Ermine, the Edging three Inches broad, and the 
Train a Yard and half long on the Ground. 

The Coronet to be compbvs'd of eight Pearls rais'd upon 

Pome of Rays, with ſmall L eaves between above the Rim. 


The Mantle or Robe of a Marchioneſs to be the ſame as 
that of a Baroneſs, only the Cape to be Powder d with three 
Rowes and a halt of Ermine, the Edging four Inches broad, 
the Train a Yard and three quarters on the Ground. hl

The Coronet to be compogd of four Leaves and four Pearls 
rais'd upon Points of Equal height as the Leaves alternately 
above the Rim. 


The Mantle or Robe of a Ducheſs the ſame as that of a 
Baroneſs, the Cape to be Powder'd, with four Rowes of 
Ermine, the Edging five Inches broad, and the Train ewo 
Yards on the Cround. 

1he Coronet to Wt compos'd of cight Leaves alt of Bqual 
height above the Rim. 


The Surcoats or Kirtles to be all of Crimſod Velſer, cloſe 
Bodied and claſp'd before, Edg'd or Bordered with Meniver 
pure, ewo Inches broad, and Scallop'd down the Sides from 
below the Girdle, and ſlop d away into a Train proportiona- 
ble to the reſpeive Train of the Robe toreach degree (v1z.) 
a Third pat thereof. 

The Sleeves of the Surcoats ta be allo of Crimſon Velvec, 
Scallop'd at the Bottom, edg'd wich Meniver pure,and fring'd 
with Gold or Silver. The Caps of their, Coroners to be all of 
Crimſon Velver, turned up with Ermine,- with a Button and 
Taſſel of Gold or Silver on the Top, ſuitable to the Fringe of 
their Sleeves. 

Laſtly, the Peticoars to be of Cloth of Silyer, or-any other 
White Stuff, cicher Laced, or 5464 A——_ to 
every ones Fancy. 


The Mantles to hang back, being faſten'd to each Shoul. 
der with Cordons of Silver or Gold, ſuitable co their Fringe, 
with Taſſels of the ſame hanging one on each fide down to the 
Waſte. 


The Surcoats or Kirtles co be open before that the Peti- 


COAts may appear.
